RIGHTS AMONG HIS CONTRACTS 


Managing Director of Moss-Empire Circuit Will Star Jack Buchanan 
in English Production---Vaudeville Shows Signs of Coming 
Back, He Believes---Musical Productions Getting the 
Money. However, and Making Theatrical 
History in Provinces and London 


EW YORK, March 20.—After a hectic series of business deals during his 10- 

day stay in this city, R. H. Gillespie, managing director of the Moss-Empire 

Circuit of England, sailed early this morning on the S. S. Aquitania with his 
list of important contracts, headed by the English rights to Sunny, which will be 
produced shortly in London and also go on tour thru the provinces 


With the exception of this successful 
musical comedy starring Marilyn Miller, 
Jack Donohue and others at the New 
Amsterdam Theater, Mr. Gillespie thought 
the musical shows in town were just good 
productions with no outstanding features, 
Jack Buchanan, now playing in Charlot’s 
Revue, in Detroit, has agreed to play the 
leading male part in Sunny, and two 
feminine leads ‘now appearing in local 
Shows will also be in the London cast 
of the show. These two are said to be 
English stars also. 

Considered a master mind of English 
show business, Mr. Gillespie now has sev- 
eral other American musical comedies in 
London and on tour thru England or 
Scotland. Rose-Marie has proved equally 
sensational in England, where it is still 
going strong at the Drury Lane theater. 
In Glasgow, said Mr. Gillespie, the musi- 
cal play broke all records by taking an 
eight-week run, the latter part on a re- 
turn engagement which proved bigger 
than the opening weeks. 

The same piece did four weeks in 
Liverpool, where the gross receipts ran as 
high as 13,000 pounds sterling for the 
month. This is unusually high since 
the average top price of admission is five 
shillings, or about $1 in American cur- 
rency.

Vaudeville Here and There 


On his fourth visit here Mr. Gillespie 
pointed out that little progress seems 
to have been made in vaudeville as a 
whole outside of some of the handsome 
theaters like the new Albee in Brooklyn. 
Acts, however, seem to be the same ones 
doing the same routines, altho the ex- 
cellent dancing here continues to stand 
out, as he mentioned upon the occasion 
of his last visit here a year ago. From 
an English point of view he marveled 
as to why the average American audience 
stood for so much singing on the part of 
the dancers, who apparently did it in a 
perfunctory manner, more or less to fill 
out longer running time. 

Such acts make the mistake of singing 
when they come to England, said Mr. 
Gillespie. The patrons think it abomina- 
ble until the act goes into its dance. 
Then everything is great. Another thing 
he finds different here is the longer 
running time of the average act, which 
is several minutes longer than the same 
offering would be doing in England. In 
London, for instance, he stated, there are 
10 or more acts on a bill which take up 
shorter running time than the eight-act 
bills here, for they have to show speed 
all the way thru the show.

What he considered the greatest im- 
provement in show business here was the 
superb style of presentation of the fea- 
ture films and additional entertainment 
to go with it.

stretching from New England to the 
Pacific Coast and back by way of the 
South. At present there are 11 houses 
of the Publix chain playine the presenta- 
tions produced by John Murray Ander- 
son, Frank Cambria and others. This will 
be increased to 12 when the Howard 
Theater, Atlanta, Ga., opens next week 
with The Melting Pot, its first attraction. 


This date, incidentally, closes The Melt- 
ing Pot, the first Publix presentation 
put on by Anderson, to go out for the 


tour. 
These 12 houses, in the order in which 


the presentations play, are the Rivoli, 
New York; Metropolitan, Boston; Shea, 
Buffalo; the Capitol, Detroit; the Chk 
cago Theater, Chicago, the Uptown, Chi- 
cago; Tivoli, Chicago; the Missopri, St. 
Louis; the Newman, Kansas City; the 
Palace, Dallas, Tex.; Loew's Palace, 


Memphis, and the Howard at Atlanta. 

From what can be learned concerning 
the intentions of Publix this route for 
the presentations alone will not be in- 
creased by any great number for the 
present, but by next season, it is expected, 
a highly attractive tour will be at the 
disposal of the units put on by Anderson 
and others identified with Publix. 

That this is certain is indicated by the 


extensive building program under way 
by the Publix interests. They are build- 
ng a new house in Hartford, Conn., 


which will probably break the jump be- 
tween Boston and Buffalo, while out on 
the West Coast plans are under way for 
a large number of houses that will also 
be given over to presentations. Louis 
Cohen, representing Publix, has just 
closed in Seattle for a long-term lease 
on a site where they will build a $1,250,- 
000 theater. Another deal by Publix 
involves the acquisition of a 50 per cent 
interest with A. H. Blank, of Des Moines, 
in the erection of a new house in Omaha 
which will seat more than 2,000. This 
indicates that the Publix route will doubt- 
ess extend thru the Northwest and down 
the Pacific Coast, returning by way of 
Salt Lake City and Denver, where Publix 
will also have houses. 

In addition to the formation of a 
skeleton route embracing the entire coun- 
try plans haye been filed for the con- 
struction of a number of theaters in key 


Cities scattered thruout the country to 
break the jumps These now include 
new houses in Toledo, O.; Chattanooga, 
Tenn.; two in Miami, Fla.; Charlotte, 
N. C., and severa! houses in Texas, not 
counting those now playing straight mo- 


tion picture policies which will become a 
Part of the Publix presentation route.

Arnold Daly Wins Suit 
Against Joseph E. Shea 


New York, March 22.—Arnoid Daly, 
whose most recent appearance on Broad- 
way was in The Masque of Venice, re- 
ceived a verdict in the Supreme Court 
last week for $6,606 in a suit against 
Joseph E. Shea, theatrical manager, for 
breach of contract. Shea did not defend 
the action. Daly stated that he con- 
tracted with Shea in August, 1922, to 
star in On the Stairs at a minimum 
salary of $1,000 weekly. He played nine 
weeks and received only $3,517. The 
verdict included interest on the claim. 


New Stanley House Opens 
July 4 in Atlantic City 


New York, March 22.—The new Stanley 
Company theater in Atlantic City, op- 
posite the Reading Station, and to be 
known as the Elray, is scheduled to open 
July 4 with a program of vaudevilie and 
pictures. The Keith-Albee Vaudeville Ex- 
change, which books several Stanley 
houses, wil] supply the acts. The house 
eats 2,400 and will play a policy of three 
shows daily at a 50-cent top.

Public Best Judge, But--- 


London, March 20 (Special Cable to 
The Billboard).—Lord Cromer, censor 
of plays here, at a luncheon given by 
the Theatrical Managers’ Association 
referred to the growing percentage of 
plays which he is obliged to reject. 
There has been a slight but steady in- 
crease in the number of rejections 
during recent years, but whereas only 
16 in 740 were refused licenses last 
year, this year 191 plays have already 
been submitted and 15 of these have 
been refused a license. 

The Lord Chamberlain added that 
he considered the public the best 
judge and often gave the public the 
opportunity of judging plays which, 
personally, he preferred not to see in 
the theater. 


TO RAZE BALTIMORE 
THEATER LANDMARK 


Baltimore, March 20. — The Stanley- 
Crandali Company, of Washington, which 
acquired the Academy of Music here 
from the Shubert interests for an amount 
said to be $725,000, plans to raze the 
present building and build a new theater 
seating 4,000 on the same site at a cost 
of $2,000,000. The house is scheduled to 
open September 1, playing motion pic- 
tures and presentations. The purchasing 
company is a subsidiary of the Stanley 
Company, of Philadelphia. The Academy 
of Music housed legitimate shows for 
many years until purchased by the Shu- 
berts during their vaudeville days. Since 
then off and on it has been playing first- 
class shows. 


Senator-Theater Owner 
Leaves $5,000,000 Estate 


New York, March 20.—State Senator 
John P. Harris. of Pennsylvania, owner 
of two vaudeville and one motion picture 
theater in Pittsburgh, who died of heart 
failure recently, left an estate valued at 
about $5,000,000. 

Senator Harris owned the Davis and 
Harris theaters in Pittsburgh, the former 
being the big-time Keith-Albee house, and 
the Grand, which played a straight mo- 
tion picture policy. He was a close 
friend of J. J. Murdock, Keith-Albee Cir- 
cuit executive. 


“Kid Boots” Not Returning 
To Woods Theater, Chicago 


Chicago, March 20.—The box office at 
the Woods Theater says Eddie Cantor, 
in Kid Boots, is not to return to that 
theater after the Ben Hur film closes 
there March 27. The dailies had Cantor 
booked for the Woods, but it seems some- 
thing slipped. So far as can be learned 
today Cantor is not positively booked for 
any Chicago theater. 


“Rain” Going to Coast 


Boston, Mass., March 22.—Rain, in 
which Jeanne Eagels has been starring 
for several weeks, will leave at the end 
of next week and journey to the Pacific 
Coast. Thirteen weeks have been booked 
in California and the route will keep Miss 
Eagels and the rest of the cast busy until 
July. The understudy played the role 
of Sadie Thompson week before last, as 
Miss Eagels was ill and unable to appear.

New York, March 20.—Belle Thompson, 
of Sam Raymond’s Happy Hours show 
on the Mutual Circuit, was stricken ill 
with pneumonia while playing Boston 
and removed from the Hotel Edwards to 
the Boston City Hospital, where she will 
welcome visitors and letters.

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BANDITS HOLD UP 
NEWARK THEATER 


Masked Robbers Make Off With 
Week-End Receipts, Which 
May Total $40,000--- 
Restaurant Also * 

Raided 


New York, March 22.—Seven mask 
bandits today imprisoned the night as 
of four men at the Mosque Theater, 
Broad Street, Newark, N. J., and es- 
caped with the week-end receipts, which 
were officially estimated at $15,000, but 
which may reach a total of $40,000. The 
theater is located in the million-dollar 
Salaam Tempel of the Shr'ne. 

The four men employed by the theater 
were huddled into one corner and kept 
under cover by one of the seven bandits. 
The other six used sledge hammers and 
crowbars on the outer door of the safe, 
which resisted all efforts to burn thru 
with a duplex torch outfit. The inside 
docr yielded to the torches. One of the 
scrubwomen who entered the building as 
the bandits were leaving identified a 
picture in the rogues’ gallery as that of 
one of the gang. 


Reuben’s Restaurant, Broadway and 
82d street, was raided early this morning 
by four youths, each with two guns, who 
escaped with $6,000. There were 10 em- 
ployees in the store at the time. A bus 
boy and the cashier were hit over the 
head with pivots when they failed to 
comply quickly enough to suit the rob- 
bers. A taxicab, with a cop on the run- 
ning board, gave pursuit, but failed to 
keep up with the fleeing bandits in a 
chase thru Central Park. 


Gus Shy Awarded $150 


New York, March 22.—Gus Shy, come- 
dian, received a compromise award of 
$150 late today in an arbitration of his 
claim for $200 extra salary against the 
Edmund Enterprises, Inc., and Ed Rosen- 
baum, Jr., producers of The Matinee Girl, 
the musical comedy which recently had a 
brief run at the Forrest Theater here 
with Shy as its chief comedian. William 
Morris, as the referee agreed upon by all 
parties concerned, handed down the de- 
cision. Shy and Rosenbaum personally 

esented their respective sides in the 
ase at the hearing this afternoon. Shy 
asked $200 extra payment in lieu of the 
two weeks’ delay in bringing the show to 
New York. where his contract called for 
$450 a week as against $200 a week he re- 
ceived during the road tryout. Rosen- 
baum claimed that Shy had deleted cer- 
tain sections of his contract when it was 
issued to him for signature.

It is difficult to believe at Devils was 
written by the same hand that hacked 
out The Night Duel, brief vehicle for 
Marjorie Rambeau and the boast of that 
self-lauded organization known as the 
Playgoers, which so weakly dedicated the 
beautiful new Mansfield Theater a few 
weeks back. This latest play by Daniel 
N. Rubin, now holding forth at the older 
and less gorgeous Maxine Elliott, comes 
close to being great among our con- 
temporary American dramas—close, but 
not quite on the mark, for Devils is in 
need of introspection. It is a powerful, 
relentless piece of writing. courageous in 
the extreme. That it should just miss 
the heights it deserves is nothing short 
of a shame, for only a little fixing has 
been neglected. Undoubtedly the blind- 
ness is due to the same old cause, that 
those too intimate with a thing cannot 
see its simpler faults. 


However, the play as it stands is far 
superior to most fare. It is engrossing 
and well worthy. A carefully chosen cast 
enacts it with feeling. The play and the 
production warrant success for all con- 
cerned. But a little revision would make 
favor more certain, 


The piece deals with people of an 
isolated farming community in the “back- 
woods” of the South—people who, the 
author explains, are intellectually starved, 
emotionally frustrated but spiritually self- 
sufficient. Cotton eis their king, but a 
fanatical religion of fear and vengeance 
is their master. They sincerely believe 
in “devils” and go to extreme but well- 
meaning cruelty to cast them out. They 
scorn the rest of the world and prefer 
their discomforts, for as their parson 
voices “There ain’t much salvation in 
civilization.”” This parson is the center of 
the play. His word is taken as revela- 
tion and law. When the wrath of God 
descends upon his people in the form of 
the boll weevil and a three months’ 
drought he tries to scourge out the 
“devils” that he believes infest an in- 
nocent orphan girl who has simultaneous- 
ly descended for care upon her step- 
uncle, an emotionally suppressed farmer 
of the neighborhood. The story works 
up to a climax in which the parson ex- 
tracts, thru a horrible “third degree” to 
cast out the “devils”, an admission of 
sin from the hypnotized girl that drives 
her into delirium and suicide, only for 
him to discover too late that rapine by 
the stepuncle is the truth of her sin. 
All the threads of the play are brought 
together in the last few moments of the 
performance for this scene of grim, al- 
most, overpowering, drama. The author 
just gets into it when suddenly everything 
is broken by the lowering of the curtain 
to denote a lapse of time. The tensity 
must be worked up again after the cur- 
tain rises once more. Another break, not 
so easily explained, comes after the sound 
of the shot which brings death to the 
poor victim of “devils’’. The confession 
of the farmer and the parson’s realiza- 
tion which follows is powerful, but it 
does not mount quickly enough above 
the drop after the suicidal climax that 
starts the audience bustling in prepara- 
tion of exit. 

The climax of the previous act also 
suffers a letdown in the middle of it. 
One has the feeling that the curtain will 
descend after the shooting of the pet dog 
and the tortured prayer of the girl 
cowered on the floor. But the real tag 
scene follows as a jerky surprise with 
lust bursting from the stepuncle when 
he returns to find his ward prostrate and 
helplessly at the mercy of his passion. 

A little strengthening could smooth out 
these difficulties and build up the play 
tremendously. Most of the story is’ en- 
tirely credible, but occasionally the yat- 
tentions of the author and the produ@ers 
are so firmly engrossed with the théme 
that certain natural reactions are over- 
looked. For example, there is no par- 
ticular show of interest in an approach- 
ing storm tho these people have been 
thru a devastating drought of three months’ 
duration. They seem to be completely 
taken up with the pursuit of the ‘“‘devjls” 
which have caused it all. Again, when 
the farmer’s son runs away, the father 
displays only a desire to chastise his step- 
niece into telling where the boy has gone. 
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He shows not the slightest feeling about 
the news itself. 

The improvement most needed in the 
script is provision for comedy relief. The 
audience is starved for a chance to rid 
itself of its emotions. If it were allowed 
to laugh legitimately now and then there 
would be less laughing in the wrong 
places and greater ease in the digestion 
of the almost continual drama. 

Aside from these few slight detriments 
and possibly other minor weaknesses here 
and there Rubin has written Devils 
with a promising hand. The plausibility 
of the characters’ exits and entrances and 
the fine drawing of the characters them- 
selves is remarkably well done. Some of 
the lines are a bit unnatural and should 
be revised, but most of the dialog is in- 
tensely interesting. It is, too, well mixed 
with action. 

The performance of the cast carefully 
avoids too much of a melodramatic touch. 
John Cromwell plays the parson with 
sincerity and fervor. David Landau, as 
the brutal stepuncle, and Jennet Adair, 
as his worn and aching wife, are thoroly 


convincing and at moments absolutely 
superb. Ruth Mero makes the girl 
rightly pitiful and gains the  heart- 


breaking sympathy intended. Reed Brown 
does full justice to the role of the son. 
Paul Stanton, Eugene Keith, Louis Mason, 
Frank Jameson and Helen Cromwell show 
clear understanding of their less im- 
portant parts and render’ excellent 
portrayals. The entire cast is thoroly 
commendable and John Cromwell's di- 
rection is deserving of high praise. 
Livingston Platt has set the piece with an 
appropriate background, the only lack 
being in the expressjon of the lighting, 
which is much too cold for the heat of the 
South during a drought.

Labeled for spring, with many new 
faces in the company and nine fresh 


numbers injected in a revised program, 
this latest edition of the Greenwich 
Village Follies, inaugurated with the 
moving of the revue from Chanin’s 46th 
Street Theater to the more suitable Shu- 
bert, is somewhat more amusing and 
gayer than before. 

The original show, which was con- 
ceived and directed by Hassard Short, 
has been “revised and restaged” by 
A. L. Jones and Morris Green. Short’s 
name is now absent from the prorram, 
tho it is still featured in electric lights 
atop the Shubert roof, and the beauty of 
the revue still reflects his touch. In its 
present form, however, the arrangement 
the numbers shows a better sense of 
‘spotting”. The transformations are 
smoother and the whole revue seems 
lighter. Several new comedy scenes have 
increased the fun, yet the original glit- 
tering beauty has been retained. Withal 
it is a good revue, but not a remarkable 
one, nor does it quite match up to some 
of its competitors along Broadway. 
There is a lack of punch and consider- 
able waste of excellent talent. 

Among the new numbers there is a 
briefer and snappier opening, with four 
attractive girls singing a How Do You 
Do? song, followed with a Follow Me 
tune sung by Trene Delroy, who, inci- 
dentally, has been given much more to 
do in this new edition Then the fifth 
scene is a new piece called Those Know- 
ing Nurses, written by Lew Brown and

Sidney Clare and sung and danced by 
Miss Delroy, Kendall Capps, four of the 
featured show girls and the entire cho- 
rus. It is easily the outstanding musical 
hit of the bill, and the white nurse uni- 
forms with the Red Cross emblems are 
very fetching. The ensemble dancing in 
this number was a bit ragged in the per- 
formance reviewed, but undoubtedly it 
has since been worked into shape. 


What’s Wrong With This Picture, a 
new comedy sketch, introduces, among 
others Miss Joyce Hawley, who joined 
the show at the last minute, too late to 
get her name on the program. The scene 
is a sort of censorship affair and is good 
clean fun. Tom Howard is the humorous 
censor. 


Feded Flowers is an added comical 
number and gives eight members of the 
ensemble a chance to gain individual 
honors under the leadership of Florence 
Moore. The girls are withered blossoms, 
and tell in amusing chant of what 
withered them. Gretchen Rienhardt par- 
ticularly stands out among this group of 
chorus girls in their attempt to register 
lines, an attempt that is surprisingly 
successful. 

A fresh song and dance number, 
Wouldn’t You?, comes early in the second 
act and is put over for several encores 


by Miss Delroy and Capps, assisted by 
Sam Hearn, Dorothy Hathaway, Mar- 
cella Donovan and the chorus. It is 


immediately followed by a screamingly 
funny sketch titled Absent Minded, in 
which a large cast participates. Leota 
and Lola Lane entertain with close har- 
mony selections before the curtain, and 
then another group of minor members 
of the company are given an opportunity 


to do specialties in The Sincerest Form 
of Flattery while Howard wisecracks 
from a side box out front. The girls 


do their stuff well and the additional 
punning adds to the entertainment. 


The old White Cargo scene and The 
Moth and the Flame ballet, both by Mlle. 
Natacha Nattova and her partner, Jean 
Myrio, are still the sensations of the 
show. Bailey and Barnum continue to 
score with voice and banjo, and Capps 
does his same marvelous dancing. 
Howard, Miss Moore, Renie Riano and 
Hearn still supply most of the comedy, 
and they are now being assisted by Eddie 
Shubert instead of Frank McIntyre, who 
has dropped out of the cast. Shubert is 
quite funny when he works, but he is 
inclined to loaf and take his comedy for 
granted. Leota and Lola Lane, an at- 
tractive sister team with agreeable voices 
and ability to dance, now fil] in where 
Jane Green once held forth, and Clarence 
Nordstrom now carries out the duties 
formerly executed by William Ladd. 
There are a number of other newcomers 
among the principals and many new 
faces in the chorus. None suffers from 
comparison with the original troupe.

Rainbow Rose is the best dancing show 
on Broadway. The chorus, programed 
as Charleston Charmers, Delirious Danc- 
ers and Rainbow Rosebuds, are all that 
is implied and more. They are attractive 
to look upon, fairly bubbling over with 
pep and remarkably trained. At least 
four of the principals are expert steppers 
and one in particular, Billy Tichenor, 
stands out as the prize winner among 
contemporary dancing soubrets. This is 
apparently Miss Tichenor's first appear- 
ance on the legitimate musical stage. It 
most certainly will not be her last. The 
staging of the dances and ensembles is 
credited to Ray Perez. He has con- 
ceived the most original routines and 
formations seen this season. 


Tho the dancing is the big feature of 
the production, the score supplied by 
Harold Levey and Owen Murphy makes 
a high bid for honors. The music and 
the lyrics are truly melodious, of the 
light popular type and easily singable 
First, Last and Only is an especially 
catchy tune and ‘among the other prob- 
able hits are Steppin’ Baby, Jealous, 
Something Tells Me I’m in Love and 
If You Were Someone Else and Someone 
Else Were Only Here. A clever comedy 
lyric to Let’s Get Married is registered 
for many call-back verses by Jack Whit- 
ing and Miss Tichenor. The other musi- 
cal numbers are not far behind. Prac- 
tically the whole score is good dance 
music and should be frequently heard 


The show is not an assured hit, how- 
ever. There !s serious fault in the book, 
which has been written by Walter De 
Leon from the thin threads of A Lucky 
Break, a mild little play by Zelda Sears 
which had a brief and disastrous showing 


last sumnier. The new version shows 
no improvement over the original. The 
story is too simple and slight. What 


little would-be humor there is in the lines 
is at best only good for a smile and much 
of it is pretty terrible. The weakness of 
the book may be detrimental to the 
longevity of the show but it is highly 
possible that the liability may be out- 
balanced by the aforementioned assets 
of song and dance plus the air of gaiety 
which the entire company brings to the 
production. The feeble wit in the script 
may be overlooked, too, in the ex- 
cruciatingly funny low comedy supplied 
by Hansford Wilson as the aspiring but 
dumb Benny. Margaret Walker also 
gives an amusing performance, ably in- 
terpreting a hired-girl part and supplying 
many laughs on her own account. 

Jack Whiting, in the juvenile lead, is 
natural and wholesome. His dancing is 
excellent and he puts over his songs well. 
As his partner and chief soubret of the 
Piece Miss Tichenor scores perhaps the 
biggest individual success. In speaking 
she pitches her voice too high to be al- 
Ways agreeable, but otherwise her flap- 
perish acting measures up to her other 
talents. She does a surprise toe dance 
in the third act which is graceful and 
pleasing. Costumed for this specialty 
Miss Tichenor’s hair is dressed in a way 
much more becoming than the straggled 
bob effect which she displays during the 
rest of the performance. 

Shirley Sherman, as the ingenue prima 
donna and heroine, has a charming but 
light voice. She has a tendency to be over- 
coy and her gowns are too much alike 
thruout the three acts. Aside from these 
faults she is entertaining and attractive. 
Jack Squire, playing opposite her, does 
fairly well with the rather stiff lead. He 
is not given much opportunity except to 
appear manly and successful, both of 
which he does. In his one solo number 
he is rather too formal in coming 80 
far down to the footlights and he would 
put over the sentiment of the Rainbow 
song better if he would refrain from keep- 
ing his right hand firmly glued in his 
pocket,,a pose which he repeats even in 
the encores. 

Louise Galloway gives her usual de- 
lightful reading of a middle-aged good 
sport. It is a mistake for her to wear 
the same distinctive dress which she re- 
cently displayed in another New York 
production, however. Alexander Clark 
is quite humorous with the effective, hitch 
which he gets in his gait and the au- 
dience could stand more of him in the 
piece. Viola Gillette could also be given 
more to do, for what she does is most 
pleasing. Paisley Noon appears to be 
present but does not play his possible 
part with much distinction. Fred Waldeck 
is good in a bit as an expressman. 

Mention should be made of Margaret

INDEPENDENT BOOKERS IN WAR 


OVER SPLIT-WEEK LEADERSHIP 


Several Claim To Be Leading the Field. But Survey Proves Fally 
Markus and Dow Agency Are Tied for First Place---Linder 
Third and Fisher Fourth---John Robbins Also in 
the Money 


YEW YORK, March 20.—A rather heated war among rivalrous independent 


vaudeville booking agencies for the 


lead in their field has started, with the 


result that a survey, induced by some of the agents, has been made with as 


much accuracy as possible to determime how the running stands. 
was suggested, was to be made on a basis 


playing last-half bills only, instead of ac- 
cording to the number of houses, including 
one and two-day stands, booked by the 
independents. 

The findings of the survey, made by a 
Billboard reporter, have been checked and 
rechecked so that it might be a true re- 
flection of the status of the independent 
agencies. Those houses on which the 
survey is based are the ones booked this 
week by the agencies checked, and does 
not include houses that may be on the 
books during the coming week or in the 
near future, because of the fact that 


theater managers frequently change 
bookers. 
The agencies covered were Fally 


Markus, Jack Linder, A. & B. Dow, Arthur 
Fisher, John Robbins and Walter Plim- 
mer, these being classed strictly as in- 
dependents with circuit affiliations such 
as Amalgamated, Sun-Kenney and Fox 
have. 

Markus and Dow, on a basis of strictly 
split-week houses an@ stands playing last- 
half bills only, are tied for first place, 
with each having nine splits and four last 
halfs. or 11 weeks in all of three and 
four-day stands. Linder is third, with 
seven strictly split-week houses and three 
last halves only, while Arthur Fisher, who 
broke away from the Markus Agency re- 
cently, is a close fourth, with six split- 
weeks and one last half. John Robbins 
ranks fifth, with five houses playing bills 
on both halves. three playing shows on 
the last half only. and one with shows on 
the first half only. Walter J. Plimmer, 
who is turning his business more to the 
presentation field. has four split-week 
houses and a theater in Philadelphia play- 
ing a full week. This latter plays colored 
acts.

Amalgamated Books 7 New 
Stands in Conjunction With 
Other Acts --- Territory 
Expanding Southward 
From New York 
and New En- 
gland 


New York, March 20.—Seven new 
houses for the presentation of tabloids 
in New England and other Eastern cities 
were signed up recently by Gabriel 
Michaels, of the Amalgamated Vaudeville 
Agency, Inc., according to an announce- 
ment he made upon his return from that 
territory He left this week for Balti- 
more and other points south to line up 
more theaters. ‘ 

Frank C. Walker, of the Amalgamated 
firm, yesterday expressed his satisfac- 
tion with the progress made in the tabloid 
department, which is under the direction 
of Bud Irwin, and the growing number of 
houses that are inaugurating the policy 
of tabloid entertainment. It is his inten- 
tion to have not less than 100 theaters 
showing tabs. by next season. While this 
new line of activity is being worked out 
at present in Eastern territory, it is un- 
derstood that eventually the Amalgamated 
people will have ramifications of their 
tab. policy reaching out into the West 
and even to the Pacific Coast, if neces- 
sary. 

The additional houses which Michaels 
signed up to play tabloids on his latest 
trip include the Savoy Theater, Syracuse, 
N. Y., which will play one tab. a week, 
beginning April 4; the Bijou Theater, 
Woonsocket, R. I, a Keith-Albee house, 
one tab. for a week every month, Keith 
vaudeville being shown the other three 
weeks; the Somerville Theater, Somerville, 
Mass., commencing April 19; the Strand 
Theater, New Bedford, Mass., also start- 
ing on that date; the Hippodrome, Os- 
wego, N. Y., April 22, where tabs. will 
alternate with Corse Payton stock; the 
Quirk Theater, Fulton, N. Y., beginning 
May 3, and the Howard Theater, Boston, 
on the same day. 

Other Eastern houses which 
ready instituted tabloids are Viano’s 
Somerville Theater, Somerville, Mass. ; 
the Strand Theater, Malden, Mass., and 
the Empire Theater, Fall River, Mass. 
Also the Opera House, York, Pa., and 
houses at Winchester, Chambersburg and 
Martinsburg. 

The presence in the list of houses of 
the Bijou Theater, Woonsocket, R. I, 
which is a Keith house, is taken to in- 
dicate that Amalgamated does not intend 
to, wage war against the K.-A. interests. 
As Michaels himself explained the 
significance, his firm will make every ef- 
fort to co-operate with the Keith-Albee 
firm, which is also running tabloids in 
many of its houses thruout that territory, 
as that will, in the end, work to the ad- 
vantage of the artists themselves and all 
concerned. 

While Michaels has been devoting his 
efforts to the field end of the new policy, 
such as investigating territory and mak- 
ing negotiations with the various house 
managers, Bud Irwin, who is the director- 
general of the tabloid department, is giv- 
ing it a thought here in the city.

(Reviewed Thursday Evening, March 18) 


Margie Clifton and Partner opened the 
bill in a routine of classic poses and 
balancing. Miss Clifton does the under- 
standing; she is a well-built woman with 
powerful Shoulders and arms, making her 
tricks look like so much child's play. 
She closes balancing a pole on her 
shoulder, her partner doing some tricks 
atop it, and for the encore she earned she 
did a tap dance while balancing the 
man. She keeps time with the music 
thruout all her tricks. 

The Three Orettos, three men, in songs 
and dances. have the deuce spot, in an 
offering called Danceology during which 
they do dance excerpts of past and pres- 
ent dances. Two of the boys work as 
collegiate chappies, the other wearing 
a mortarboard:; he is the dance professor. 
Most of the dancing is done by the two 
boys; the professor contributes a novelty 
song for his bit. . 

Bits of Vanities of 1925 followed the 
dance trio. It is programed as “a little 
There 
appear to be four men and three women 
in the act. The routine consists of some 
solo singing, some chatter, some duet 
singing, several sketches, a _ burlesqued 
magic bit, and what have you? There are 
a lot of laughs in the act, but taken as a 
whole it makes only passingly fair enter- 
tainment. Personally, we're still trying 
to figure out what it was all about and 
what the big idea behind the sketch was. 
About the best bit in the act is the water 
chamber burlesque and that failed to 
click the night reviewed because of poor 
handling.

The Hopi Indian Snake Dancers from 
Northern Arizona in Legends of the Hopi, 
presented by M. W. Billingsley, closed the 
show. There are five Hopi Indians in 
the act. all of them important members 
of their tribe, according to the lecturer 
who introduces them and later explains 
each part of their offering. They work 
in “two” in front of a special Indian 
village drop and do a series of dances of 
their tribe, including snake dance, snow 
dance and victory war dance. One mem- 
ber of the tribe sings a special version 
of a popular song in English and they 
close the act with all five Indians doing 
a Charleston. The lecturer in making 
his opening presents the offering as an 
educational number and not a vaudeville 
act; he tells much about each member of 
the act and something of the ways of the 
Hopi. This act is quite unusual and 
sure held them in to the very end, not 
losing a single customer as far as we 
could observe.

A new combination of concert pianist 
and tenor strong enough to reach the 
show-stoppin mark at its initial appear- 
ance at this house. Derickson is a tenor 
who seems to be able to handle ballads, 
the usual! baritone selections and operatic 
stuff as well, reaching the most difficult 
notes with comparative ease. He sings 
in a high key and has a frank and 
Sincere style of delivery both in an- 
nouncing his selections and in other bits 
of talk. If anything, he is in need of a 
little more polish; that is, the kind that 
comes with more work, for he is am- 
bitious and throws it at the auditors re- 
gardless of how they get it. In fact, he 
sings his head off, as it were, when there 
is no need of it. 

Brown has been seen in vaudeville be- 
fore and is an accomplished pianist of 
unusual technique. His two solos in suc- 
cession were sold nicely and equally well 
received. 

Derickson opened with The Road ito 
Mandalay and followed with The Prison- 
er’s Song. After his partner’s solos he 
came back with a ballad composed by 
Brown and then Laugh, Clown, Laugh, 
from Pagliacci, which he did in English. 
It hardly seems in good taste for him to 
announce this in English because many 
hear it in Italian and do not know what 
it is all about. As it happens this is one 
song that has been done to death and 
most everyone does know what it is about. 
Irving Berlin’s Always and a French 
song of the war concluded the perform- 
ance. 

During the early part of the routine the 
act seemed slow, probably because a slow 
act preceded it on the bill. However, in 
the last half of the tenor’s repertoire it 
took a decided change for the better and 
after the operatic selection he was in 
solid for keeps.

These two black-face comedians enter 
after a lot of noise, shooting and other 
attempts to put the audience on edge. 
Eventually they come out of the poolroom 
represented on the cheaply exeented bock- 
drop of a street in the gas house district. 

A lot of talk follows, with long waits 
between laughs. Most of the stuff is not 
only old but it was never very clever 
or excruciatingly funny even in its hey- 
day. And it is put over ir a careless, 
“let’s-get-‘t-over-with” spirit. , 

Each does a single vocal number, the 
first one being bearable. But the latter’s 
song was worse than having a tooth pull- 
ed to listen to. It was of deliberately 
slow tempo and the audible buzz that 
arose in the audience at this showing 
indicated that it interested or amused 
no one. Its entertainment value is nil. 
The dance, in the same tempo, is much 
better and gets over big, as does the 
subsequent brief spel! of dancing. 

These boys would have a good act if 
they cut out the opening disturbing noise 
and shooting (which doesn’t get them 
anywhere), the talking, the jokes, the 
singing—in fact, if they cut out every- 
thing but the dancing.

former offering have been retained. 

The routine, for one thing, is the same. 
They open with several of their inimitable 
verses, delivered in their own ingratiating 
way. Then there is quite a stretch of 
dialog, Carson feeding the veteran ad- 
mirably. Some moré verses follow for 
closing, the two marching on and off, 


each time with another funny stanza, un- 
til the audience has been satiated. 

In addition to the similar routine the 
setting, too, is thes:same. The backdrop 
represents a scene in the desert, with 
several pyramids and a sphinx in the 
background. Also represented on the drop 


are the two tents from which the pair 
make their initial entrance, The costumes 
also are the same, and Shean has the 
same funny walk. Apart from. the 
similarity in plan, even some of the 
material has been resuscitated, it seems, 
for some of the verses were the self- 


same ones that formerly had been in the 
act. However, there are some clever new 
ones which are vociferously received. 

The interpolated dialog is concerned 
with such things as automobiles, women. 
fesert life, history and a varied assort+ 
ment of other elements. Shean quietly 
and almost impassively awaits his cue 
and then brings the house down with 
the punch lines uttered with a most ef- 
fective nonchalance. 

While most of the gags are clever and 
original, there were a few of the old ones 
cropping up now and then. Yet they are 
not so ancient that a considerable number 
of persons don’t find them funny. The 
joke about putting whiskers on the Ford 
to make it look like a Lincoln, for in- 
stance, is almost itself beginning to 
sprout whiskers, 

here seem to be just two respects in 
which the act wasn’t consistent with its 
otherwise good form. In one instance 
the laugh depends upon one’s knowledge 
of Yiddish. If one doesn't know the 
language the gag is a flop. And in an- 
other instance the laugh is elicited by a 
verse that might make John 8S. Sumner 
or Justice Ford, and even a host of less 
strait-laced persons, blush to the ears. 
But Broadway—blase Broadway—didn't 
mind, so you can’t blame the performers. 

Shean and Carson give the impression 
that they have been putting on their act 
a long time. One wouldn't surmise that 
there was a new partner in the offering 
so effectively does Carson play his role. 
If the offering attains the popularity the 
old one did, as it gives every indication 
of doing, not a little of the credit will 
be due to James B. Carson. P. B.

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What Makes a Band Good? 


A prominent leader, playing an im- 
portant Broadway engagement, says 
that the secret of a band’s success is 
(1) balance and (2) intonation. 

“Nothing, in my opinion, is more 
necessary to a band striving for fame 
than knowledge of balance; in my 15 
years in White Way orchestra circles 
I've seen scores of ensembles drop out 
of the scene just because they had 
absolutely no idea of the value of 
balance,” he said. 

“Take the radio bands, for instance,” 
he continued. “A few of the more 
famous aggregations playing for some 
of the big advertisers are comprised 
of musicians who would be considered 
third-rate on many dance engagements 
and yet the ensembles click over the 
air because their leaders recognize 
that, with proper balance, anything 
can be accomplished.” 


Night Club Business 
Recovers From Slump 


Receipts Climb From Low Level 
Reached During Early Weeks 
of Lent 


New York, March 20.—The week end- 
ing today brought back a renewal of night 
club activity, which had been more or less 
dormant since the start of the Lenten 
season, with the two weeks ending March 
13 the worst, from a business stand- 
point, in several years.

Electrical Recording 
Increasing Disk Sales 


The Cameo Is Latest To Use New Process, 
Altho Sold at Popular Prices 


New York, March 20.—Retter sales of 
phonograph records, exceeding in propor- 
tions the recent increases, is but a short 
way off, according to Frank Hennigs, 
recording manager for the Cameo Record 
Corporation, who stated his concern is 
now shipping approximately 1,000,000 
disks a month which are retailing on an 
average of three for a dollar. 


Nothwithstanding the low price of the 
records, they are now electrically recorded 
in the same manner as the higher-priced 
products. This factor is an important 
one in the sales of all makes of records 
in the. opinion of Hennigs, who believes 
that the public is beginning to realize 
that the records are much better than 
before, altho few actually know the rea- 
son why. The new process of recording 
has so many excellent points over the old 
system, says Hennigs, that the prospec- 
tive buyers know at once that they are 
different and coupled with the reproduc- 
tion on the Victor company’s Orthophonic 
or the Brunswick's Panatrope, the effect 
is such as to have gradually educated 
the buyers to increase their purchases of 
all makes. 

In addition to the Cameo records the 
same concern is putting out the David 
Grimes Radio sets which are being 
popularized at a low price thru sale in a 
syndicate of department stores. Over 
300 Grimes receiving sets are being manu- 
factured and shipped daily with the out- 
put for the current year sold in advance. 
Henry Waterson, of the music publish- 
ing firm of Waterson, Berlin & Snyder, 
Inc., is said to be the controlling factor 
in the organization.

STOCK COMPANIES 
ARE STABILIZED 


Equity’s Representative En Tour 
Finds Producers and Players 
Working in Harmony, 
Playing to Profitable 
Business 


New York, March 20.—During the cur- 
rent season we have received communica- 
tions from producers and players engaged 
in dramatic stock presentations protest- 
ing against the favorable publicity given 
to the little theater movement, especially 
in view of the fact that several of the 
little theater groups have presented plays 
prior to the stock companies. 

Granted that this is true, it would 
make it appear that the little theater 
groups aPe more progressive than the 
professional producers. 

Any fear that professional players may 
have that their fertile field is to be over- 
run by little theater players can be 
banished, for Big Business, as it applies 
to the spoken drama, musical comedy, 
vaudeville and burlesque, is planning a 
co-operative movement for self-preserva- 
tion against the ever-increasing inroads 
by the movie magnates that in all proba- 
bility will tend to place more players 
at work in presentations now being 
planned for next season than anything 
that has been done along these lines in 
the past 15 years. 

That this is in all probability true 
was made manifest by a picture of the 
Big Boys of Broadway grouped together 


on the beach at Miami, Fla., that ap- 
peared in our issue of February 27. 
One of those Big Boys of Broadway, 


representing Big Business, confided to us 
that it wasn’t pleasure alone that caused 


their congregation at this popular ren- 
dezvous but big business that demanded 
their attention, individually and _ col- 
lectively. 


Developments during the past week in- 
dicate that a conference to be held in 
this city during the coming week will 
lead up to the leasing of many theaters 
that will provide employment for hun- 
dreds of players, musicians and stage 
mechanics, and dramatic stock will be 
benefited accordingly. 

At the present time there are 125 
reputable stock companies fully stabilized. 
That stock companies are firmly estab- 
lished is evidenced by the report of Harry 
J. Lane, dramatic stock representative 
of the Actors’ Equty, who returned to 
this city last week after a three months’ 
tour of the country, visiting 24 or more 


companies. : 
From what we can learn there is an 
ever-growing disposition of the players 


to swear by the producers instead of 
swearing at them, as many players have 
done in the past. . 

That there is a more co-operative spirit 
between producers, players and stage 
mechanics has been evidenced during the 
current season, where producers, for 
reasons best known to themselves, decided 
on closing, whereupon the players reor- 
ganized into a co-operative company by 
selecting from among themselves those 
best fitted by knowledge and experience 
to become manager of house, director of 
productions and stage manager, going so 


far as to take the stage mechanics into 
the fold as co-operative company con- 
trolling the house, productions, presenta- 


in several instances it has 


worked out along practical line by an 
extension of a season that otherwise 
would have been shortened by the exiting 
of t original producing manager and 


company. 


While many of the companies visited 
by Mr. Lane weren’t making a ‘lot of 
money, there were but ar excepti 
few sing money, due mostly to local 
ndustrial conditions 

Newing & Wilcox, operating cor 
panies in Scranton and Wilkes-Parre, Pa., 
played to profitl business during the 
coal strike that left e citi verging 
on chao but being discerning showmen 
they showed their ifidenc in their 
players and patrons by keeping the clos 
ing notice under cover. Since the settle 


ment of the coal strike their patronage 
has become profitable. 

The Robertson-Gifford-Smith 
at Erie, Pa., and the Harry Bond Pla 
at Schenectady, N. Y., two i rial 
towns, are playing to good business, and 
the same is applicable to many others.

N. at other points. The refund was re- 
fused and the case then taken to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for an in- 
—re as to the tariff sheets and 
rules, 

Other testimony showed that railroads. 
particularly in the southern territory, in 
many cases, Instead of furnishing a regu- 
lar baggage car for the use of a company 
owning and occupying its own private 
cars, dispatched the baggage in a freight 
ear, which often arrived too late for the 
advertised performances. The showmen 
represented by Col. Swain simply asked 
for the privilege of checking hotel and 
personal baggage on the regular baggage 
cars without excess, the transporting of 
baggage in regular baggage cars, not 
freight, on the same train that the private 
travel; more convenient spotting 
service and the elimination of the freight 
car as baggage cars. The railroad com- 
panies were represented by William Bur- 
ger, an L. & N. attorney, and W. H. 
Howard, general passenger agent of the 
L. & N., who came from Atlanta, Ga.

The Vaudeville Field 
By “WESTCENT” 


The V. A. B. F.. Dinner 


ONDON, March 38.—Harry Marlow 

must, at times like these <nnual din- 

ners, really wonder what is coming 
over the profession as a whole, as re- 
gards their lack of financial support of 
the artistes’ “own” charity. True, the 
dinner just past was from a social point 
of view a record. It is possibly the fact 
that the double tickets as scaled at 
$7.50 and single tickets at $5 were within 
the reach of most. Everybody paid for 
hig own liquor, which seemed to suit ’em 
all. But there were many, many absent 
who could and ought to have been pres- 
ent. It was the same old crowd of faith- 
ful supporters. Harry Tate, Fred Rus- 
sell, Arthur C. Astor, Harry Claff. Dick 
Henderson, George Mozart, Harry Weldon, 
and of course Albert Voyce and Monte 
Bayly, to whom it is in the nature of a 
duty. R. H. Gillespie made his usual 
speech about the revival of vaudeville. 
What an optimist this man Gillespie is 
to be sure. Yet his tour is packed up 
with productions for the whole of this 
year, with vaudeville programs at zero. 
Still, Gillespie must consider the box 
office and his shareholders. He has been 
a tower of strength to the Benevolent 
Fund and so has Sir Oswald Stoll. Would 
that other managers would copy their 
example! But Gulliver has his own views 
about the V. A. B. F., holding that the 
performers should help their own people 
and not ask outsiders to help them. He's 
gotten the same ideas on charity that 
Gordon Selfridge has. Yet the reproach 
that those performers who are able to 
help more,-materially do not is seemingly 
deserved, that is when the list of dona- 
tions are scanned over. Some excused 
themselves by saying that their “mites” 
would have looked so insignificant by the 


side of the chairman's $1,250. Major 
Wernher certainly made the sensation of 
the evening when he weighed in with 
that princely sum. It’s the record for 
any similar chairman—Lord Burnham 
coming next with $500 about seven years 
ago. 


The Fature of the V. A. B. F. 


We are not pessimistic, but we do know 
that the apathy as shown by the per- 
formers in not helping their own charity 
and the like, has for some time been a 
cause for comment by the managerial 
element. Were it not for the consistent 
support from Gillespie and Stoll the fund 
would be in a bad way. It is admitted 
that many performers are not doing too 


well themselves, but five, ten or fifteen 
dollars can be easily afforded by the 
majority of those working today. On the 


other hand there used to be the com- 
pulsory -five per cent levy on all charity 
performances which dropped into abey- 
ance during the war. This should be re- 
vived judiciously. . Nearly every Sunday 
there are charity performances at which 
many prominent members of the V. A. F. 
appear and a source of revenue should 
be gotten here. It seems that the time 
will soon arrive when the managers will 
get tired of putting up most of the per- 
sonal money and loaning their theaters 
for performances—if the artistes them- 
selves are so negligent. And $35,000 a 
year wants finding. We are sorry for 
Harry Marlow. 


Irish Theatrical Artistes’ Association 


This is the latest thing in organizations 
and was established February 7, 1926. 
According to a communication received 
in England a committee consisting of 
professional and semi-professional variety 
and legitimate artistes was elected and 
rules formulated. They have written to 
the V. A. F. in the following strain: “It 
transpires that after our labor of trying 
to organize artistes a certain few who 
proclaim themselves to be professionals 
and who have other means of existence 
than the stage are endeavoring to upset 
our organization and they are alleging 
themselves to be working as a branch of 
your federation. Another important mat- 
ter is that this association (the Irish 
one) has fixed a minimum salary of $50 
weekly per single turn in professional 
theaters. There cannot be a maximum 
salary and we will see to it that the 
Irish artistes will not work under scale. 
This same applies to cross-channel ar- 
tistes coming over here. We have grades— 
pro., semi-pro. and first-class amateur 
and we see to it that professionals get 
first preference.” Then comes a list of 
complaints against alleged V. A. F.’'s 
“who have other means of support”. One 
is supposed to have a school of dancing 
and earns more than $50 weekly as a 
teacher. He is alleged also to act as a 
10 per center; plays and produces and 
acts in sketches; is a single turn and 
also takes part in a double turn. Another 
act—‘“expert dancers’—is two men who 
are alleged to be laborers by day and 
with a lady typist make up a trio at 
night. Another man is a house painter. 
The kick from the secretary pro tem. of 
the I. T. A. A. is that these people claim 
to be professionals and are organizing 
an opposition and also swank that they 
are the Dublin branch of the V. A. F. 
Provision has been made for amateurs to 
be accepted to go thru a schooling of 
elocution, dancing, singing and conjur- 
ing, etc., and so in the course of time a 
certificate will be issued to classify into 
first, second and third-class artistes (7?) 
who pass thru adjudicators’ hands. The 
fees for this latter course is 62 cents en- 
trance fee and a like amount weekly for 
tuition. The epistle winds up: “Labor 
is behind us in this association. Jim 
Larkin, of the Workers’ Union, Ireland, 
is with us and organizing this associa- 
tion, and so we are genuine.” That $50 
weekly minimum must surely appeal to 
Jim Larkin. Hé doesn’t even get as 
much.

Choristers C Complain 


Managers of Companies Negligent 
in Furnishing Managers of 
Houses With Correct Cast 
and Chorus 


New York, March 20.—The Billboard 
has expended much time, labor and money 
in compiling a list of the companies, 
casts and choruses reviewed during the 
current season for a special number issue 
in the fall. To make the list atthentic 
it is just as essential to have the proper 
listing of the choristers as it is the cast. 

Inquiring of house managers elicited 
the information that the names of the 
choristers are always included if provided 
by the managers of companies. 


There is only one burlesque house we 
know of that disregards the custom in- 
tentionally, and that house disregards 
many customs followed by burlesque 
houses in general. 


Company managers may be excused if 
for any unavoidable reason they cannot 
or do not get the choristers properly 
listed on the house program, but there 
is no excuse whatsoever for their 
negligence in ignoring a written request 
for the names of choristers from a pub- 
lication that gives them as much pub- 
licity as The Billboard, therefore we feel 
that we have a justifiable grievance 
against those to whom we have written 
and received no reply. 

Lou Sidman, manager of Peek-a-Boo, 
and Joe Pettingill, manager of Bringing 
Up Father, had their choristers pro- 
sramed as Misses, but failed to give their 
first names. 

When the matter was called to the at- 
tention of Mike Joyce, assistant to Sam 
A. Scribner, general manager of the Co- 
lumbia Amusement Company, Joyce was 
at a loss to account for the actions of 
managers in ignoring a written request 
“4 this kind that fully warrants recogni- 
ion. 

When the matter was brought to the 
attention of I. H. Herk, president and 
general manager of the Mutual Burlesque 
Association, he said aplenty and made 
note of the lack of co-operation on the 
part. of company managers, 

With the near approach of the closing 
of the current season we are desirous 
of obtaining the names of the choristers 
in the aforementioned companies and it 
is now up to the managers of those com- 
panies to provide us with the names de- 
sired in order that we can perfect the 
listing of cast and chorus for our special 
number to be issued in the fall. 

We have received numerous complaints 
from choristers who feel slighted at not 
having their names on the house programs 
and included in Billboard reviews and 
special numbers. We have also received 
complaints from patrons of burlesque who

The names of choristers on programs 
can harm no one and the omission of their 
mames gives justifiable cause for com- 
piaint.

The scenery, lighting effects, gowning 
and costuming compare favorably with 


most of the shows on the circuit. The 
book credited to Tommy Downs is a 
series of time-worn burlesque bits usuall, 
found in stock houses, but entirely lackinz 
in the comedy punches usually given to 
such famiilar bits by a competent pro- 
ducer. The musical numbers and dancing 
ensembles were well staged and wel- 
comed by the patrons as a relief from 
the unlaughable comedy. 

To the patrons, especially those who 
walked out on the show long before the 
final fall of curtain, the lack of comedy 
was inexplicable, but to us better in- 
formed as to conditions in the company 
it was in a Way excusable, for we were 
advised that Hap Freyer, programed as 
Tommy Wright, former comique-in-chief 
of the company, was forced into a sudden 


exit at the Olympic Theater due to 
domestic entanglements. 
With Hap’s_ exit Tommy O'Neil, 


juvenile, jumped into the role of comique 
until relieved later in the week at the 
Olympic by Charlie Goldie. 

Goldie jumped into the shéw without a 
rehearsal and at the time of our review 
was working under a handicap that he 
endeavored to overcome with much mis- 
applied energy. Goldie is doing a some- 
what eccentric sap, evidencing a likable 
personality, a familiarity with burlesque 
bits, supplementing with funnv falls. 
singing and dancing in scenes and a s 'ne- 
ing and hard-shoe dancing specialty in 
one that was rewarded with applause 

Max Gealer, a youthful, short-statured, 
somewhat eccentric, clean-clothed. modi- 
fied sap, is evidently a graduate of tabs 
He also has a likable personality and 
makes heroic efforts to put a punch that 
is not there in his comedy bits. 

Both comiques manhandle their lines 
a la double entendre, but lack the ability 
to camouflage it, apparently due to an 
unfamiliarity with that particular brand 
of burlesque. , 

Pat Kearny, a manly, nattily attired 
straight man In several scenes, changes to 
characters in others, dominating every 
scene in which he appears to material 
advantage to himself and the other 
principals in bits in which they appear 
together, for without Kearny the bits 
would have fallen flat. 

Tommy O'Neil in the guise of a beard- 
ed tramp, first in classy attire, later in 
comedienne gown, garnered a few laughs 
and mild applause. 

Helen Byrd Russell stands out dis- 
tinctly as the leading lady with a pleasine 

ersonality, set off to good advantage by 

er characteristic blond beauty. the 
ability to sing in leading numbers and in 
a singing specialty that fully merited

Blossom La Velle, a slender, symmetri- 
cal Dresden doll tyne of shimmv-sheking 
specialist, led several numbers with a 
baby singing voice and shimmied under 
restraint, in al] probability due to Hous:

Irene Dixon, a slender, shapely, bobbed 
brunet singine and dancing soubret, led 
numbers frequently and in a singing and 
dancing specialty with Comique Gealer 
exited to encores. 

The chorus was typical of Mutual Cir- 
cult shows, but far more vivacious than 
the average ensemble.

Given a producer of comedy with the

Traveling stagehands working under 
“pink” contract are entitled to payment 
of half salary in the event of a layoff 
during Holy Week the same as they enjoy 
during the Christmas holidays This 
week begins March 28 and ends Saturday. 
April 3. The half salary provision of the 
traveling contract provides that no work 
be done except the unloading or loading 
of cars or traveling to the next stand. 
If any other work be done or a perform- 
ance is given during this week then full 
salary must be paid. 


An attempt on the part of the new 
management of the Casino Theater, Ot- 
tawa, Can., to decrease the salary of the 
house’s stage carpenter from $43 to $30 
a week has resulted in the issuance of a 
road call by the International Alliance. 
It was requested by the Ottawa local 
(No. 95) after unsuccessful parleys to 
keep the scale where it is and becomes 
effective Friday unless the Casino Thea- 
ter in the meantime agrees to retain the 
carpenter at the union salary. The Casino 
was formerly the Majestic. It was taken 
over since the controversy began by Mrs. 
F. Leduc, wife of the former manager, 
and renamed the Casino. 


President William F. Canavan has re- 
turned to his office in New York head- 
quarters after a slight attack of in- 
fluenza, and the assistant president, 
Harry Sherman, is out in Columbus, O., 
straightening out various matters of a 
lece! nature. 


Application has been made by the Al- 
liance to the Central Passenger Associa- 
tion, Chicago, for a reduction in railroad 
fares for the delegates who will attend 
the convention to be held in Cleveland the 
week beginning June 21. The Alliance 
requests fare and a half to be paid full 
fare going and half fare returning. Pend- 
ing the grant of this reduction local 
unions have been advised to notify their 
delegate or delegates, as the case may be, 
to request a certificate when purchasing 
their tickets to Cleveland, which when 
properly validated at the convention will 
entitle the holder to half fare on the re- 
turn trip.

From present indications the Interna- 
tional Alliance will move into its new 
quarters at 1440 Broadway (40th street) 
next week instead of about April 15. This 
is the new building in which the musi- 
cians’ union is_ located. The Alliance 
planned originally to move about May 1.

and The Moon Is a Gong, presented by 
Juliet Barrett Rublee at the Cherry Lane 
Playhouse, with settings designed by 
Mordecai Gorelik based on sketches by 
the author, John Dos Passos, and ex- 
ecuted by Cleon Throckmorton. 


The United Scenic Artists’ Local 829 
reports that a new rule has gone into 
effect which states that all members with- 
in commuting distance of the New York 
headquarters will te required to attend 
at least one meeting a month, failure to 
do so subjecting a member to a fine of $1.

A scenic innovation is announced for 
the presentation of Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
H. M. 8. Pinafore which the Shuberts will 
revive at the Century Theater, New York, 
beginning April 5. Instead of the usual 
partial view of the ship, advantage is 
being taken of the revolving stage at the 
Century to build an entire ship which 
will turn about in full view of the au- 
dience. The ship, a two-masted frigate, 
will measure 60 feet from stem to stern, 
and will be equipped with 70-foot masts, 
up which the crew will climb. At first 
view, the Pinafore will be sailing toward 
the andience, the Portsmouth harbor be- 
ing visible in the distance. Then Sir 
Joseph Porter, K. C. B., admiral of the 
fleet, will be rowed to the ship in a barge 
manned by 12 sailors, whereupon the 
Pinafore will swing around until] it is 
broadside toward the audience, and Sir 
Joseph and his sisters, cousins and aunts 
will climb aboard amid the booming of 
cannon and the welcoming paecon of a 
marine band. The admiral’s relatives 
follow his barge in a fleet of rowboats. 
There will be approximately 160 people 
aboard the ship, as in addition to the 
principals and chorus arrangements are 
being made to have the frigate manned 
by real tars from the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. Milton Aborn, who is staging the 
production for the Shuberts, declares that 
all previous presentations of this famous 
operetta will be surpassed. He says: 
“There have been productions of Pinafore 
in which a partly filled tank suggested the 
bay and also riverside productions aboard 
barges, but there has been no presenta- 
tion of the work which approached the 
present one in magnitude and splendor 
gained thru actual scenery.” An additional 
effect planned is the “sun ray” by which 
the sunlight will be shown reflected in 
the rippling water. Moonlight has often 
been thus reproduced, but up to the pres- 
ent sunlight reflection on water has never 
been practical in work out.

SELECTING THE CAST 
FOR FIRST PROGRAM 

After playlets have been decided on for 
production, the problem of casting con- 
fronts the group. Organized groups leave 
the matter entirely with the director, who 
is well acquainted with capabilities of his 
players. But the new group, without a 
director, must set aside entirely the ques- 
tion of ability and depend on the willing- 
ness of its members to study a part un- 
derstandingly. teadings and discussions 
of playlets prior to rehearsal often unfold 
the true meaning of a play and the in- 
tentions of its characters, hence the value 
of play discussions. If there is a general 
uncertainty about the meaning of a 
selected play, that play should be aban- 
doned. No group can interpret success- 
fully that which it does not understand. 
When the group is thoroly acquainted 
with the plays selected it may be wise to 
appoint a number of judges to vote on the 
suitability of individuals for parts. The 
suitability of these individuals can be de- 
termined by competitive readings or re- 
citals of excerpts from the playlets. The 
president of the organization should read 
a nicely written little article on good 
sportsmanship, calling on all participants 
in the competitive readings to be most 
impersonal in their efforts, otherwise bit- 
terness of feeling may arise. The success 
of casting depends on the mental view- 
point with which it is approached. 

Of course, if a professional coach is to 
be engaged, the matter of selecting a cast 
is left to him. Before selecting such a 
coach be sure you are engaging a person 
who combines with professional training 
some experience with amateurs. A di- 
rector who has had no previous experience 
with amateurs is likely to discourage the 
untried player with a too professional 
viewpoint of acting merit. The ideal di- 
rector explains the meaning of every 
character to be portrayed, realizing that 
understanding enables his cast to play 
with expression, and he reminds his 
Players continuously that naturalness in 
posture and gesture is decidedly more 
graceful than the tricks taught by the old- 
fashioned elocution teacher. 

Before deciding on the date of the first 
rehearsal select an understudy cast, for 
you never know from one rehearsal to the 
next what is going to happen. Sickness, 
business or disinclination may cause one 
or several players to drop out of the cast. 
Let it be understood from the very first 
that absence from rehearsals means the 
loss of a part, otherwise the player who 
is working for the love of work may sud- 
denly decide that he is too generous with 
his spare time. Without discipline you 
eannot bring your production before the 
community in a worth-while way.

HOWARD PLAYERS IN 
PLAYS OF THE NEGRO 

The Provincetown Playbill, in referring 
to the drama of Negro life, prints the fol- 
lowing interesting paragraphs, revealing 
a phase of the little theater movement 
about which we seldom hear: 

“In 1923 Raymond O'Neill assembled a 
noteworthy group of Negro actors in Chi- 
cago and formed the Ethiopian Art Thea- 
ter. Following successful presentation 
there he launched his interesting theater 
on Broadway. Whereas Torrence started 
out with several race plays, O'Neill at- 
tempted the adaptation of Oscar Wilde's 
Salome and Shakespeare’s Comedy of Er- 
rors, His chief success was the produc- 
tion of The Chip Woman’s Fortune, a 
one-gct race play by the young Negro 
dramatist, Willis Richardson. 

“Since these passing successes of the 
Negro on the regular stage, there have 
been several hopeful experiments in the 
little theater and educational fields, with 
larger likelihood of permanent results. At 
Howard University, in Washington, D. C., 
the writer, with the enthusiastic co-opera- 
tion of Marie Moore-Forrest, Cleon 
Throckmorton, Alain Leroy Locke and the 
University officials, undertook to estab- 
lish on an enduring basis the foundations 
of Negro drama thru the institution of a 
dramatic laboratory where Negro youth 
might receive sound training in the arts 
of the theater. The composition of 
original race plays formed the pivotal 
element in the project. The Howard Play- 
ers have given ample evidence of having 
the same significance for Negro drama 
that the 47 Workshop and the North 
Carolina University Players have had for 
American drama in general.”

Art Gillham Says He Was First To Use 
Title of ‘‘The Whispering Pianist”’ 

New York, N. Y., March 12, 1926. 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—While broadcasting from the Old 
Drake Hotel Radio Station (WDAP) in 
Chicago, during December, 1922, I found 
that my voice carried just as well, and 


my “patter” registered more effectively, 
when I used a low, intimate conversa- 
tional tone. I adopted this method of 
broadcasting and have used it con- 


tinually ever since. 

In May, 1923, I started on my first 
tour of radio stations. On February 23, 
1924, I worked from Station WSB, At- 
lanta, Ga., and the following day Lamb- 
din Kay, the station announcer, who was 
also at that time radio editor of The 
Atlanta Journal, wrote an article for his 
paper about me, using my photograph 
and headed his story The Whispering 
Pianist, thus christening me with the 
radio title that I have since used con- 
tinuously in my radio work and on 
Columbia phonograph records. 

To date I have broadcast from 2608 
stations, thruout the country (by actval 
count), and I have obtained some degree 
of popularity because of my work. , I 
have just returned from my latest trip, 
during which I have frequently been ac- 
cused of adopting and imitating the style 
of a certain other radio and phonograph 
artist who has come into the field during 
the last six months and is using both a 
billing title and a broadcasting method 
similar to those used by me. 

In the interest of fair play, and in 
justice to me, I respectfully ask that you 
publish this letter so that your readers 
who know me and my work will have the 
correct facts.

The real facts are these: The sketch 
written by Florence Pierce Reed, of Los 
Angeles, was called The Devil’s Tattoo. 
Miss Brady selected the sketch because 
of its dramatic value. Long before she 
saw it Miss Reed, the author, who is also 
one of the most brilliant actresses on the 
Pacific Coast, played the piece with Ty- 
rone Power at the Writers’ Club in Hol- 
lywood, where it was seen by Ernst Lu- 
bitsch, who said it was “the finest thing 
he had seen in America.” 

Now fi understand from Miss Reed that 
Miss Brady wrote her a letter saying she 
could not play the sketch because “vaude- 
ville is not what it was and I could not 
get the terms I wanted.” That is differ- 
ent from calling the piece a weak vehicle. 
You will at once see the difference. Miss 
Brady changed the setting to the Balkans 
to wear a picturesque costume and the 
sketch may have lost something in that, 
as the setting is a fisherman's shack on 
the seashore. 

Officials of the Orpheum Circuit at the 
Los Angeles end have been trying to book 
the sketch for two years, for they know 
its value. 

Emile Chautard is to translate the play 
into the French for the Grand Guignol; 
Alfredo Sabato, of Milan, Italy, will trans- 
late it into Italian for the Italian stage, 
and Cotes’Grania, well-known Greek art 
and drama connoisseur, will put it imto 
Greek. 

A play that has attracted such atten- 
tion could scarcely be called weak.

Word has been seeping into American 
print of late that Sean O'’Casey is being 
hailed on foreign shores as the greatest 
dramatist of the day. We have heard 
reports of the riots which his first play. 
Juno and the Paycock, caused in Dublin; 
of its current success beyond the 100th 
performance mark in London, and of the 
anticipation expressed there in his next 
plece Literary reviews of the printed 
version of Juno and the Paycock, pub- 
lished in this country more than a year 
ago, have lauded the plece as tremendous. 
Its stage presentation was something to 
look forward to and interest ran high a 
week ago in this comedy-drama set in 
the time of the 1922 Sinn Fein revolution. 

That the premiere at the Mayfair 
Theater was disappointing and that its 
reception here indicates brief life war- 
rant therefore more than mere inscrip- 
tion. It would seem that O’Cascy’s great- 
ness as a dramatist is much overrated. 
His first play at least is one of those 
peculiar works that require interpreta- 
tion by a native cast. Undoubtedly power 
of folk character and pathos in troubled 
Ireland may be brought out by an under- 
standing production in the hands of Irish 
players. Juno and the Paycock may well 
be like The Playboy of the Western 
World. But in the current presentation 
it is remote. The humor seems strange. 
The tragedy is not substantiated. The 
whole play appears sluggish and its story 
terribly commonplace except for a few 
lines here and there. 

If the piece has the suspected merit. 
blame for its obscurity must be placed 
largely upon the shoulders of Augustin 
Duncan. His direction shows little under- 
standing and even less sense of theater. 
His acting follows its own pace. Duncan

The plot and characters of this latest 
melodrama are so far from plausible that 
the few moments of interest afforded by 
the piece are completely ruined. A gen- 
erally excellent cast labors in vain. 

It is hard to believe that a group of 
criminals, after taking daring risks to 
steal a $40,000 diamond necklace, would 
fool around “planting” its imitation in the 
possession of a reformed crook merely 
to “frame” him and appease a dislike 
which there seems no particular reason 


for them to hold; that they should be able 


to pose as detectives and police officer 
while they rob, collect “hush money” 


shoot up suburban homes and get awa) 
with everything up to murder; that a 
society woman should go right on flirt- 
ing with a “wop sheik” whom she know 
stole her family jewels and “even her 
garters”; that the world could be so 
utterly blind to truth and falsehood, and, 
in short, that anything in Hush Moncy 
could possibly happen ‘ 
The characters, too, seem so false that 
they are absurd. “In order of their ap- 
Pearance”, there is a wistful little old 
man who is apparently a right arm of 
unlawfulness, a bored bald-headed butler 
who is mighty useful when dressed up in 
a hired police uniform for the staging 
of fake arrests, a master crook who pos< 
in a Park Avenue apartment as a privat: 
detective and a gentleman of super-re- 
finement,. an ex-convict who is over- 
anxious to enter into something that will 
land him back in prison within 24 hours 
of his release, two silly socicty dames who 


find their only pleasure in affairs with 
picked-up dance hall sheiks and hand- 
some but dishonest butlers, the “wop 
sheik” himself, a villainous individual 


named “Smiler’, a pious judge who turns 
out to be a grafter, a sweet young thing 
who so much wants to marry an ex-bond 
thief. the ex-bond thief who is honesty 
itself, a girl pickpocket who returns stolen 
goods to their rightful owners and Mc- 
Carthy whose appearance is co brief that 
he may be anything. 

There are occasional scenes that hold 
the attention and there is some amusing 
comedy, tho most of the latter is 
“naughty” or else of such stuff as “Tell 
the truth or I'll knock the patent leather 
out of your hair.” 

The cast, individual for individual. is 
far more pleasing than the play Ken- 
neth Thomson is particularly worthy of 
an evening's attention. He plays the 
straight juvenile role of the reformed 
crook with a conviction that seems truly 
remarkable when considered afterwards

The entire action of the play takes place on 
the Westchester County estate of the Lorings. 

On the program 90 Horse Power is 
labeled a modern comedy. It is true that 
the events take place in Westchester 
County in the year 1926, with much talk 
about the late war, but the story of the 
scheming, wealthy mother who plots to 
prevent the marriage of her daughter to 
the family chauffeur by telling that 
young man of her engagement to another, 
and by inviting him to dinner, is familiar 
stuff of old vintage. In its present 
reincarnation, the play jumps from high 
comedy to broad burlesque without warn- 
ing and the dialog is liberally sprinkled 
with such pseudo-English phrases as “old 
dear” and “I mean” until one longs for 
the climax which never comes. The ac- 
tion simply stops after three acts and five 
scenes, when one act would have sufficed. 
It is a tedious, repetitious frothy comedy, 
full of platitudes such as “The man 
doesn't live who understands women” 
and the one concerning General Sherman’s 
famous remark about war. 

The war-hero chauffeur, who took to 
earing for automobiles in order to be near 
the daughter of their owner, is played in 
a quiet, dignified manner by Ramsay 
Wallace In order to completely act the 
part as written by Francis DeWitt, Wal- 
lace must be, among other things, a 
mechanic, inasmuch as a gorgeous 
Cadillac town car and a shiny Studebaker 
sport model vie with the play for atten- 
tion. Allyn King is lovely to look at in 
the role of the daughter and has little 
to do save be charming and propose to

The dearth of good plays must be to 
blame for the appearance of Frances 
Starr and Arthur Hohl, to say nothing of 
others, in this weak and specious little 
war play called The Best of Us, 

Handicapped at the outset by the fact 
that it is English in background and 
articulation, the play is further troubled 
with poor construction, lack of unity in 
action, and some long flowery speeches 
that are too much on the order of a care- 
fully worded book narrative style of ex- 
pression. 

The dramatic proposition is as follows: 

A young woman, whose husband is 
called to war on the very day of their 
wedding, enlists as a Red Cross nurse and 
subsequently is assaulted by a dazed Ger- 
man soldier. She returns home with a 
baby and is forgiven by her husband. 
who has come out of the war a cripple. 
Six years later the woman meets the 
soldier who assaulted her and he professes 
genuine love for her. The woman, how- 
ever, stands by her husband. 

The trouble with the story, from a 
technical standpoint, is that it is un- 
folded just as the foregoing brief syn- 
opsis indicates—with the exception that 
the action begins at the point where the 
wife returns with her baby. Consequently 
the problem with which the play starts 
out is conclusively solved in the first 
act when the husband forgives his wife 
= she in turn proves her love for 

™m. 

So the second act is like starting out 
with a new story—and a new kind of 
action—since this act opens with a round 
of parlor comedy which is totally out of 
accord with the tragic social drama that 
both precedes and follows it. The second 
act really should come first because the 
antecedent war incidents can be recited 
here just as easily as in the other setting. 
At any rate if the playwrights want to 
hold the interest and suspense of their 
audience they must eliminate the “happy 
ending” at the close of the first act. This 
scene not only gives the experienced play- 
goer a key to the final outcome but it 
frustrates all effect on the emotions of the 
audience, which is not apt to give itself 
much concern as long as it knows “every- 
thing is going to come out all right”. 

But after all is said and done there is 
really nothing in the basic proposition 
or the theme, no matter how expounded. 
that will add to the pleasure, enlighten- 
ment or happiness of the human race. 
Summed up in a few words the play 
seems to be just another unhappy result 
of the widely held belief that a wronged 
woman is the chief essential of drama. 

Incidentally among the discrepancies 
there is the spectacle of a child, who is 
not more than a few months old in the 
first act, appearing six years later as 2 
girl of not less than 12 years! 

In the matter of acting, aside from 
the workmanlike performance given by 
Miss Starr as the wife, and the noble 
struggle put up by Hohl in the role of 
a “sympathetic” villain, not much can be 
said. Miss Starr is radiant and alive as 
ever, and she invests the part of the wife 
with the fine qualities of her sure-footed 
artistry. Except for some of the un- 
natural speeches which she is required to 
deliver she makes her character a real 
being at all times. So it is quite likely 
that a few of Miss Starr's friends will 
overlook the play and receive and enios 
the star again for herself alone. Hohl, 
too, will have to depend largely on him- 
self to get over. e opportunities of- 
fered him by the role of the German sol- 
dier are meager indeed. 

J. W. Austin, in the nart of the crip-

Angeles the first week in June. The en- 
croachment situation is most menacing 
to the honest exhibitor in that “screen 
bootleggers” set up opposition to him for 
no other reason than to compel him to 
absorb new theaters 

In an announcement of matters slated 
for the convention, R. F. Woodhull, presi- 
dent of the M. P. T. O. A., outlines the 
following : 

“The consideration of the most vital 
of problems, headed by encroachments of 
business by producers, distributors and 
screen bootleggers and leeches who over- 
build communities already well served 
with malignant intent to confiscate the 
investment of you established pioneers 

“The election of officers in whom you 
will intrust for the ensuing year the 
stewardship of your organization—the 
only barrier to your insidious opponents. 

“To receive and benefit from the re- 
ports of committees intrusted with mat- 
ters relative to your welfare. 

“To receive the report of the ac- 
tivities of your officers. 

“To receive the report of your Busi- 
ness Administrator. 

“To consider the proposed amendments 
to the constitution and such other and 
further business which may probably 
come before the convention.”

Bill To Let Children 
Attend Movies Alone

Albert Carroll’s versatility was 
amply evidenced in the change from the 
role of the fop in the Haydn drama to 
the awe-inspiring general and then to the 
part of the poet, in all of which his act- 
ing. pantomime and dialog were high- 
lights of the evening. Lily Lubell was a 
demure bride, altho her singing voice was 
hardly adequate for the vocal exactions 
of ghe role.

Kuan Yin, as sung by Marjorie Haskell, 
was one of the most satisfactory roles of 
the drama. Ian Maclaren handled the 
part of the Property Man in a masterly 
fashion and got a laugh every time he 
fold of a robe or moved a 
banner or held a fan.

His characteriza- 
tion is broken up #n parts, each rather 
well drawn but seeming almost foreign 
to its fellows so that there is no final 
composition. He ovferplays badly and en- 
deavors to register, points by roaring at 
the top of his lungs. The roof and thin 
wals of the tiny tnew playhouse fairly 
shake under the strain. Duncan is not 
only ineffective. He is objectionable to 
comfort. If he would restrain his voice, 
snap out of his encalled for reveries, 
clear up his interpretation, and, above all, 
stop fidgeting, and making well-intended 
but annoyingly distracting movements, he 
might well give am interesting picture of 
the whisky-soaked, shiftless Irishman who 
struts uselessly but pompously about like 
a paycock. 

The rest of the cast is not only handi- 
capped by Duncan's slowness but by his 
desire to occupy tne center of the stage 
and be the whole‘show. Claude Cooper 
sueceeds in getting the most attention as 
the “boozy” crony of the Paycock. He 
apparently is fate/4i for this type of role 
and his present performance is as amus- 
ing and convincing as always. Louise 
Randolph plays the tragedy of the Pay- 
cock’s wife, Juno, without laying on the 
emotional scenes *oo thickly. She,plays 
facing front a little too often to sustain 
illusion but in genéral gives a sympathetie 


rendition. Barry .Macolflum overacts the 
role of the crippted and half-dé mented 
son. He would erxeate more feeling if he 


would be less nelodramatic. Isa 
Stuart Hill, as thy daughter, is excellent, 
and Eleanor Daniels, as a fiery-haired 
neighbor who loves “a wee nip”, is the 
highlight of the company. Miss Daniels 
plays the wild Irish for all it is worth, 
but her serious moments are as well 
handled as her humorous scenes, 

Charles Webstegy is utterly miscast as 
the attorney who seduces the daughter of 
the Paycock and makes a mess of the 
will which, unbungled, would have 
brought mild prosperity to the impov- 
erished family. *His well-affected, silly 
laugh, his pince-rez, his softness, his ef- 
feminate mannerisms and getup are 
ideally suited for. some parts, but surely 
not for the role gf a seducer and scoun- 
drel, even tho the character was an ex- 
school teacher. The part goes completely 
false. Kate McComb struggles valiantly 
with an emotional bit of a mother about 
to view her butlet-riddled son—a part 
dragged in by th» heels to prepare for a 
similar situation, that is later to engulf 
Juno. Ralph Cullinan, Lewis Martin. 
Mildred McCoy, J. Augustus Keogh, Wal- 
lace House, Emsnet o’Re illy and G. O. 
Taylor take gogd care of the smaller 
parts and the atmospheric bits, but do 
not get much of & chance at the audience 
under the present staging. 

But even discounting the bad produc- 
tion Juno and the Paycock has received 
in this country. and granting that its na- 
tive presentation gets something very 
real out of it, the piece is hardly great

“The conduct of 
its affairs is in the hands of efficient 
and remarkably energetic executives,” 
said Mr. Young. “The citizenry of Phila- 
delphia is now alive to the necessity of 
the occasion and quite generally disposed 
to aid in the success of the patriotic 
celebration and, therefore, the exposition. 
The exhibits will be sufficiently repre- 
sentative of American industry to be 
genuinely of interest and value. 

“While an innovation has been intro- 
duced in requiring the exhibitor to pay 
for exhibit space, the allocation of such 
space and the contracts under which it 
is let are equitable and contain a pro- 
vision whereby the exhibitor may recover 
his outlay for such space if it is not 
availab'e to him 

“Of the 1,149,527 square feet of ex- 
hibit space offered for rental to exhibitors 
387,60345 square feet already have been 
sold or reserved, or, in other words, two- 
fifths of the total. Adequate provision 
has been made for police and fire pro- 
tection, intramural transportation, hos- 
pitals, restaurants, public comfort sta- 
tions and similar details. Provisions for 
transportations to and from the exposi- 
tion grounds by means of trolley cars and 
automobiles have been completed and 
apparently are adequate. 

“The number of buildings to be erected 
by States and foreign governments is dis- 
appointingly small. Many of the latter, 
however, are arranging to exhibit the 
products of their countries thru collective

Southwestern Exposition 
Attendance Over 130,000 


Fort Worth, Tex., March 17.—The 1926 
Southwestern Exposition and Fat Stock 
Show which closed Saturday night was 
the most successful the association has 
ever held, according to President 
Zandt Jarvis. The estimated attendance 
is more than 130,000. The heaviest at- 
tendance was registered on Sunday, 
March 7, and on Children’s Day—last 
Friday. 

Outstanding features of the fair this 
year were the rodeo and the pageant, 
presented in the Coliseum. Capacity audi- 
ences greeted the pageant at every pres- 
entation. The rodeo contests this year 
were on a strictly contest basis and this 
proved highly successful, 

Tt is estimated that 100,000 persons 
passed thru the new automobile building, 
which was twice the size of the building 
used last year. 

The major improvement project to be 
undertaken before the 1927 show is the 
enlargement of the Coliseum, as it has 
been found inadequate to accommodate 
the crowds. A nreliminary survey look- 
ing to the enlargement of the building 
has heen made. At a cost of about 
$85,000 the north wali will be torn out 
and the building extended. 


Marshall Fair Heads Quit 


All but one of the officers and all but 
two of the directors of the Calhoun Coun- 
ty Fair, Marshall, Mich., resigned recent- 
ly at a meeting of directors called to 
decide what was to be done toward meet- 
ing a deficit of $15,000 which the society 
owes, 

The officers who resigned were: Pres 
dent, Frank B. Garrett, of Pennfield, and 
secretary, Harry Sherrard, of Homer. This 
leaves the association without officers. It 
was stated at the time of the meeting 
that if anything is done with a fair this 
year responsible people in Marshall will 
have to take hold of the proposition and 
put it over. The plan of selling 1,900 
notes of $15 each has been tried with 
indifferent success, and the outlook now 
is that if the fair is to be saved a group 
of citizens will have to finance it.

They closed 
with both playing sleighbells, Manello 
with them around his ankles and wrists, 
while upside-down. Great applause. A 
clown entry followed. 

May Thompson, in a menage act, put 
her high-school horse thru some fine 
tricks, and received a good hand. The 
clowns followed in an old-fashioned, ludi- 
crous dance. 

_ The Siegrist Sisters presented a pleas- 
ing aerial iron-jaw number, going thru 
the usual routine of such offerings. 


About as nifty an act of its kind as 
can be found was that given by the 
DeKos Brothers, French clowns and ac- 
robats. They accomplished some extraor- 


dinary feats in hand-balancing, head-to- 
head and acrobatic turns, all the more 
remarkable that the “understander” 
worked mostly on stilts. Theirs was a 
big hand. 

As usual, the famous Robinson Military 
Elephants, trained and presented by Dan 
(“Curly”) Noonan, scored decisively 
They delighted with their faultless trap- 
pings and clever stunts, a number of 
which were new since they appeared at 


the local Shrine show last

followed.

The motion picture exhibitors fear that 
the bill gives more power to the com- 
posers’ society, which will raise its license 


fees for the public performance for profit 
of its music. The present copyright act 
does not limit the price that any such 
organization might charge for such 
licenses. Also the fact that the words 
“for profit” are not in the Vestal measure 
leads the movie men to believe that any 
sort of playing of copyrighted music 
whether for profit or not will be subject 
to a license fee. 

Those in favor of the Vestal bill state 
that copyright owners have long felt the 
need of such a bill, for it protects avery 
form of work originated, whether motion 


pictures music, books, choreographic 
work, paintings or even a presentation 
Also it provides for automatic copyright 
and for the entrance of the United States 
to membership in the International Copy- 
right Union, which has the effect of 
giving world-wide protection automat- 
ically. 

The Dill bill will seek to fix the rates 
that radio broadcasters have to pay for

In addition to the houses playing the 
special presentations that open at the 
Rivoli here there are several theaters of 
the Publix chain already playing added 
attractions in the shape of one, two or 
more acts, bands and the like. Among 
these is the Rialto, Publix house in New 
York. 

There is no doubt in the minds of 
showmen that the “Publix idea” is a 
wonder and one that will spread like 
wildfire thruout the whole United States 
and perhaps Europe. Paris, incidentally, 
wants one of the Publix presentations, 
The Bughouse Cabaret, for June if it 
is available. 

The business being done by Publix in 
the houses where the presentations play 
is reported to be setting new records, and 
that “while some daily newspaper critics 
and others are discouraging the presenta- 
tion idea somewhat by ignoring the at- 
tractions in their reviews or waxing 
sarcastic about the presentations put on 
by Publix, the patronage is increasing 
with every week,” as one manager close 


to Publix pointed out to a _ Billboard 
reporter. ‘ 
The artistes, chiefly those who have 


confined their activities almost solely to 
vaudeville in the past, are particularly 
interested in the Publix presentations and 
the probability its growth will mean a 
new avenue of bookings for themselves 
or their acts. Publix, it has been 
pointed out, is in a position to pay better 
salaries than vaudeville, altho it is borne 
in mind that artistes are compelled to 
do four shows a day during the week and 
five shows on Sunday when working in a 
presentation unit. The difference in 
salary and the fact most of the artistes 
are called upon to do less work at each 
show counteracts this, however. Reports 
from artistes out on the road with Pub- 
lix presentations are unanimous in satis- 
faction of the methods under which they 
work, according to one of the managers. 
“Everybody seems to be pleased,” is th: 
way he sums it up. Another feature 
the Publix presentations artistes are par- 
ticularly pleased over is that Publix pays 
all railroad fare, including sleepers. 

At the Atlantic City convention, at- 
tended by all executives of Publix, man- 


agers from all over the country, as wel 
as numerous others interested In pres 
entations, Sam Katz, president of the 
company, was modest in sketching what 
will be the probable growth of the or- 
ganization He stated that Publix 
“would never control more than 10 per 
cent of the nation’s th aters,” denying 


reports that it would extend its activities 
finally to European countries.
